@eliver their sentiments on any subject. These have all passed 
away; and but for phe late memorable fermeat, ehich has so epee- 
dily subsided, and jy goed jababiiants of tus City of 
Palaces la that sort whieh naturally suceceds bigh 
excitations and couseqeent exhaustion, we should have beca dull 
iadeed !

From the proceedings of the Sitting of the Cortes of the 
16th day, we give the following extract relative to the late lean : — 


“ There was read this day « dispatch from the Minister of 
Financ o, which stated, that in consequonce of the dearer of the 
Cortes réspecting the Joan negotiated between the late minisier 
Vallejo and tho honse of Ardonio, Hubbard, and Co., there had 
been various conferences held with the contractors, and the 
result was, that they had changed the conditions according to 
the plan which had been submitted to the Cortes for its eppro- 
bation, The plea was thea read. Senors Isturia, Ferrer, and 
Cancea, requested a special commission on the snbjecet, and the 
resalt being against them, the Depaties Canga and Ferrer said 
they could not concur with the late committee, of which they 
were membors, becanse they could not understand the aubjecty 
It wae thea agreed that (his plaw should be referred to the frat 
finance commitice, to prepare it with proper dispatch,” 


We received inst night by ao express from Paris, the joar- 
nals of Thureday. In the Chamber of Depaties on the preeeding 
day, & discassion took place upon the project of law fer the re- 
grlation of the customs, when M. Laine, whe opened it, quoted 
the example of Baglend, ia justifeation of severe commercial 
resteiotions; and “ the system of prebibition,” be said, “to ebich 
the cantincatal blockade had given an immense spplication dur- 
ioe the war, hed been continued and even extended since the 
pores. Alter having been directed at rst ageinat Rogtand, and 
then acainst France, it had bees putin practice by all states 
‘ggninst cach other, Bugland, now imitated every where, hed 
fiest adopted the system, aod it was not, therefore, very remarke- 
blo, that, Gnding it enforced against her, she showld be inclined 
te change her practice. Bho had derived from prohibitions al! the 
advantages that she could hepe fer; she had aceemulated im- 
_ mense capitals: her indestry bad heen se mack developed, 
' that she was obliged to seek fer a large autlet, anc perhope 
, Ob this aceoent she bad comete the peint of saying, ‘cow we 

willreceive you, only reonivge us.” After same ether consi. 
derations on the external and intemal commerce af Franee, 
and having pointed oat the advantages which would arise by 
treaties and commercial relations with sew states, witheat, how- 
ever, expreasing any opinion en the political question, M. Laine 
declared hie opinien in favour of continuing and extending the 
relations of the kingdom withthe Indies, with Brazil, and the 
Havannah. He strongly objected to the imposition of a dety 


bo foreign sugars. sufficiently bigh to enable the colonies to sell , 


their produce at 89/., as was pronesed in the project, pointiog 
out the danger which would result from fixing hy law am arbitra- 
ry priee upoa commodities. Uf the eolenies were gratified in a 
claim of this kind, he saw no reason for refesing it to the grew- 
ers of crain or possessors of Vineyards. He thought it at least 
Goubtfal whether the Freach eelonies could supply a euficient 
quantity of sugar for the consumption of Franee, and therefore 
if forcien sugar were probibited, or subjected to prokibitory de- 
tien, the price of the article would rise in a proportion vat to be 
eateelated, The ex-Minister concladed by preposing to reduce 
to Be., the daty on the exportation of wine fer whatever country 
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destined. An interruption succeeded, when M. de Pompieres 
eadenvoured to speck, and his opponents to protect themselves 
areinet his speech by cries of “question” He, however per- 
sisted, and was heard. The greatest part of his speech camels 
ed ia the defence of a free trade, “Can you hope,” said he 
“tbat in prohibiting the inttoduction of foreign produce, foreign. 
ors will nof prohibit yoers, Ifyou ean conceive soch a hope,” 
added be “I will refer you to our history for ite frustration. Ta 
1466, Colbert imposed heavy duties upon articies of foreign 
mauufsetare; Helland remenstrated, and on the refusal to alic- 
viate them, she prohibited our wises, ear brandies, aod our ma- 
nafactares.” Various amendments were then Proposed. One 
member suggested that the duties op sugars from the French 
colonies should be reduced § 4th on their present amount. Avo- 
ther, that the duties oo sugar should be redaced te 10% per quin- 
tal. The last proposition was rcjected.—The Chamber adjoura- 
od at Co'clock. 


The following intelligence from Catalonia appears ia these 
papers: 

Berccions, June 15.—'The Insurgents commanded by Mosen- 
Anton to the sumber of 600 mee, were benten at Olost, near Vich, 
om the 10th inst. Goeval Minals, known in the war of indepen- 
dence, left Vich to atteck them with his division. The fring 
commenced at four o'clock in the morning, and at holf-pnst six 
the rebels abandoned the field of battle to the constitutional 
troops, leaving 100 dead en the spot, and a mere considerable 
nomber woanded. Six insurgents, taken with arms in their hands, 
weretried ow the following day by a court-martial. Poor were 
condemned and shot; the two remaining were spared en account 
of their extreme youth.— The Tews,

membered that, on 13th September, a week preceding the dissotntion of 
the concern, Mi. Stuart had commenced « correspondence with the Lord 
Advocate, in relation to injuries dene in the Beacon to his private char 
acter, the object of which could not be, and was not misandersiood.

self that his mind is free of bias and prejudice? No man bar right to pat 
joa ciaim te impartiality, unless he beshad wicdem enongh to keep 
elear of these connections and temptations which netarally produce par- 
tislity ef feeling! UW Crown Counsel have acted se as to give rise to 
questions about their respowsibiiity for @ serics of as fowl libels asever 
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disgraced literature, or weanded the feelings of good men ; if a sheriff. 
substitete is foand acting as Editer to auch a publication; if e higher 
jodge te ascertained te bave ected, uot merely as an edviser dud seme. 
times 2 dictator, bat as a superior editor ; er if the Clerk of a Court takes 
Part in treaties sbont the mode of conducting political discussions, how is 
it possible to retain confidence in the admivistrathonef justice? We do not 
say that aman muy wot be led isconsiderately to implicate bimeelf to a 
certain degree in such matters, bat, even im that case, his position 
is dangerous to himself and te all erennd bim. Pnnctiowsries of all 
kinds ar¢, no doabt, entitled to form epinion; bat they are aot en- 
titled to create Interest, especially of a concealed watere, which, in 
the matere of things, mast give a bises te their feetings, and dis.

make similar exertions. He did, however, think, that these powers, 
when they should find that the principle now contended for was not 
likely to lead to the jnjary or inconvenience which they had anti- 
eipeted, would lead themselves to aid the government in carrving 
it into exeention.

That was the goverument 
which boasted of its seat for the Christian religien—ef ite love of legit:- 
wate goverament, Bat, in acting such apart, where was its regerd for 
the plighted heneur of kings* Where was its revereece for the feith «t 
had pledged to individuals eed te cation ? It prefevsed haired of the 
slave trede, bet where the test wes demanded, basesess, faleeheed, snd 
hypecrisy, were found te have asarped the place of treth. (hrer.) What

A noble 
friead ef his, (Lord Grenville) —for whem, though he differed (ow him 
in political opinions, he epterteined that siecere respect te which his 
abilities and virtnes justly entitled him—bed chserved, that this was an 
extraordinary preamble to a treaty, which would have the effect of pat. 
ting off the sbelition of the slaee trade fer Give years. His noble friend 
very traly observed, that the preamble declared, “' We, the contracting 
parties, see that this trade is apposed 5 age. and humanity; and yet 
we think it pecessery to continne it fer ive yoars longer.” (hear, hear.) 
The Freach Government was competent te continue the slave trade, if 
it pleased. By their deeds they bad identified the Bourben family wiih 
it; by their deeds they had boend ap legitimacy, as attached to the 
same cavee. (deer, heer) Se fares these feelings had been manifested 
in Prance, he saw no reason to hope fer any amelioration ef the system, 
except throngh those poaestal appeals that might yet be made through 
that house to this country sad te all Europe; appeals that might force 
that Government to pacsue these rules of justice and humanity which 
volantarily, he was quite sure, it would never adopt. (hear, hear) 
There wes another gowerament whieh demanded as mack seimadtersion 
as that of Prance—be meant the government of Ressia. At the congress 
of Vienna that goverament @ae profese in ite anathemas against the slave 
trede, Having so colonies, no trade, no chips, ne commerce, it dealt 
liveraliy in exeerations against these states which, having these, had en- 
gaged in the slave trade. Aad, in the plentitade of its generosity, it gave 
ap a traffic io which it had we interest whatever, (Acar, Acar.) Hat was 
this disinterested hosoer consistent with the afier conduct ef Russia? 
He woald show that it was pet ; and he would quete ene particular 
jastence as decisive of the fect. At Vienna the Russian Goverment 
concurred io the necessity of abolishing the slave trade, and deciar. 
ed that to biing these aations te their sewers whe carried on that traffic 
it would eaciade their colonial produce frem the Russian dominions, 
The coleeiel prodece of Spein aed Portogel was particularly aimed 
and it was determined at, that that produce should not be received by 
Austria, Preesia, or Russia. Again he bed to exclaim, where was 
the faith of treaties? Where was the sincerity of royal declarations? 
Where was the dependence on the reyal word of a King, and the feith 
plighted iv the face of nations? He would leave she house to judge, 
Pear years afterwards, ia (he year 1819 or 1820, the Russian govern. 
ment adopted a new tars, regulating the importation of foreign produce 
ote the Rassias empire ; and, by some extraordinary fatality, they ex. 
claded the produce of all ihoee powers that had abolished the slave trade, 
aod gave the monopoly of their market to these whe had obstineiely re. 
fused to give it up. (hear, hear.) . This was too trae—it was a trath 
that eeght to be keewn te all the world—it was a truth that eaght to be 
handed down to the latest posterity! (hear, heer.) They had given to 
Cuba and the Mrasile the menepoly of the market in sugar—ia other 
words, they had gives &@ premiom fer the sappert and exiension of ihe 
sleve trade! (heer, hear.) They had given arewerd to these cole. 
wies which bad carried the trade te it most disgracefal exesss, they hed 
given their market exeiusiveiy to those accursed territeries, which dur. 
ing the last few years had swallowed sach « deinge of African blood! 

Those whe bad solemnly stipulated te pat on end to this 
odions trade, hed breken every oath, and isaghed alewery promise.

26 persons in ove pariah perished by famine (hear, hear); that 28 per. 
eons were approaching to the same end ; and thet 120 persons were ill 
ef « fever occasioned by the same caer. (Acar, hear.) Under these ap- 
palling circumstances, he hoped the house wonid not separate, end that 
eneh statements would net go forth te the pabiic without on intimation 
of what ministers meant to do in order to artest a calamity so dreadfal. 
Thie sccounts were terrific aod alarming. fn a whole district, what 
could be collected of food was only sufficient fortwo dys; and many 
had received extreme unction, and prepared for death. (hear. ) 
Mr. GOULBURN said that he, perbaps, felt this ease more severe. 
Jy than any member in that house, because, with every exertion to 
relieve the calamity, be knew that it was not ia the power of man to 
remove it, He had received this day information confirmatery of ail 
that the right hononrable gentleman bad siated, especially in that coun.

mial sickness be sufficiently evident. 

Our Medical Correspondents observe, that oa the appear- 
ance ef any alarming sickoess, mon have been dilatory and back- 
ward io investigating inte the causes of the jncersion of these 
direfal maladies, aatil some laspe ef time, whereby death afier 
death has taken place, and all put down to the Indian's doc- 
trine of its being a miracalows dispensation of Providence, and 
Science and Research have been ailowed te sink inte oblivion, 
We do not approve of the wbich have appeared 
Medical Meo in our Indian Prints, regarding Medical Institations, 
fitting them as respectable members of the Profession and doubt- 
ing their Rank amoag Medical Practitioners which the Law has 
acknowledged aad sanctioned. We do not think it praiseworthy 
when so many other subjects are neglected and open for discus- 
sioa, on poiats of the utmost importance to mankind. We should 
imagine that it woald be of little coosequence te the world what 
school a Medical Man was educsted at, if he dispatyed in his 
practice ability and seal. We feel proud in efering this opi- 
nion, as it emasates from a Medical Correspondent edacated in 
EBectond. We share in oer Correspondent’s surprise that out 
of the number of Medical Men in Calcutta not one has bees 
fouad with that Keprit de Corps to form a Periodiesi Publica. 
tien for the reception of Medical Communications on ihe Prac- 
tice of Medicine and Sergery in Indie, and we agree with him 
that such an undertaking coold not be expreted from Regimenial 
Sorgeoas, Gentlemen covtioually moving withoat means, and 
whese allowances are too narrowed for the collection of the 
occessary information otherwise we feel convinced 
masy men of talent and ability would have appeared before 
the Pablic long before the present period. We never will 
believe that there bas been am apathy and indolenee in 
the Medieal Department in the Upper Provinces; let us 
teke a retrospective view to the period of the rage of the 
late Epidemic, and it wast be confessed that more energy, 
talent, and anxiety, could wot have been evineed in avy de- 
partment in the world, fer the destruction and investigation ja- 
to the causes and cure ef that alarming Pestilence.

And dpon whose accurate reporis the 
present Sysiem was established, a System, purely Zumecadarry, 
aod which I will ventare to predict, from long experience, and 
from the example of other Couniries,—(the Dekuo, Katiawar, 
the Punjaub &e.)—is the only System, wader liberal encoarage- 
ment, by which an catensive and independent seures of supply, 
from an improved breed of Horses, can ever be produecd, Nor 
was the Gentleman, who Aw Exreniescep Osrtaven, has long 


had the bonor of being acquainted with,” even in Hindostan, at 


the time the System was putin foree,—It ia hardly possible 
therefore that Cagotus coald have wished to aliede to him —It

Sydney Gazette, August 30, 1823.—In parsuance to eur promise of 
last week, is ioserted the Address that was presented te his Exceliescy 
Bir Thomas Brisbane on the Qist instant, and the Reply of Hie Excet. 
fency is sabjoined. — 

To His Exediency Sir Thomas Brishwe, K. C. B. Captain General, 
Governor and Commander in Chief, he. be, ire. 

We the andersigned Inhabitants, Landheiters, Merchants and 
Free Colonists of New South Wales, beg most respectfally to lay be- 
fore your Excellency, « hamble Btatement of the embarrassing and rnin- 
ous consequences which we have too mach grosed to fear will result 
from the system lately adopted by the Commissariat, in paying for the 
supplies required by Government, in Spanish dollers, we are confi. 
dent, your Exeetiency will give our respectful representations all the 
consideration the importance of the subject demande. 


We respectfully represent to your Excellency, that as Landholders, 
Merchants, and Inhabitants of the Colony, cur property is at one biow 
depreciated at least 20 per cent. and in addition to that oadoubted loss, 
we are further embarrassed, by being compelled to receive in payment, 
for whatever produce is supplied to Government, a foreign coin of doubt. 
fal and Guctasting value, that hitherto all our transactions have been 
regulated by equivalents of sterling valae aad denomination ; and all ac- 
counts kept, and contracts made, in that description of money, which is 
alone binding, aod legal in the Mother Coantry; that payments made 
in dollars, necessarily reqnire another mode of keeping accounts, and it 
will be impossible from the Auctaating valine of that article, according 
to the demand fer it, to regalate with any degree of precision, the ster- 
ling prices of acticles which are to be paid for, in an equivaieat of con- 
stantly Muetuating value. 


We beg most respectfally to represent, that any attempt to sobeti- 
tote a foreiga coin for a sterling payment, must be loeffectaal in lew, 
dollars not being a stataary cole of the ceelm, anless a fixed and ceriain 
degree of valine be given them, by and per force of your Eucellency’s 
Proclamation, or Britich Legislative Bnactment ; that, dollars being the 
sale medium of payment, an enormousand ruinoas lees (in addition te 
the fictitions ealve st present Gxed on the dollar by the Commi-eary ), 
Will be an inevitable cousequence of being obliged te remit in dollars, 
instead of a sterling equivaleot — We bombly represent, that, having re 
regolar packets, or stated periods of commanication with the Mother 
Country (to whieh all our remittances are ultimately made), we eball be 
nnable to procure either sath freight, or to effect Inewrances on se vale- 
able a property, as it meet itecessarily be ancertain by what ships, or 
what rente, eur remittances can be made, 


We are confident Your Rucetiency musi be aware, thet a system of 
dollar payments wiiliatrednee every epeeies of stockgambiing into what 
ought to be a fair, end honeacabie money (transaction; weean have ne 
confideute, ia the impartiality with which these dollars will be re pur- 
chased, lo the market for Government bills; @e can have Bo s-carity 
tWet theve bills will be given to the lowest offer, or, that the epecie will 
not be imported from other quarters, and provebly beaght ap—a cir. 
cumstance which must ultimately ruin, the hotders of dollars, in the Ce. 
lony; and, intheleraln, must be involved afl the settlers who may heave 
connections in business with them, 


We entreat at your Excellency to consider the difienltios we may 
have to labour muder, from the decisions of the eeveral Comrts of Law. 
Yoo! Excelieney moot be awere that Courts will compel the fulfliment of 
errerments, aod the payment of debts, ln stériing Money; we trast 
vowr Excetiency will devite some means under existing clreumstances, to 
relieve ws from the preseure of lees, which mest necessarily attend the 
decrees of Court, We deo notask Your Racelieury te make « dollar a 
legal tender, because we are aware of the serious consequences of such 
& step; bat, we respectfully ask your Excellency bow it is te be deter- 
mived whet reletive and faxed valine the dollar, beare when tendered as 
a8 equivalent for sterling, and (ate Wheat sterling subdivicons it is possi 


ble to divide ecole wot of sterting denomination,

We are aware that, by Act of Pariioment, the daties authorised 
tobe coliecied im thls Colony, are ef coarse contemplated te be in 
sterling money; and we owe it te vour Ewoetieney’s indalgence that, 
withent a sterhag eweolating mediam, We ere permitted te pay those 
aterliag daties iv doliots at Ss, valine; and we dewot fear bat the same 
forbearance will prevegs na Nom entertaining any well. groanded cause 
of alarm, lest, ot some futare period, we nay be called open te pay the 
difference between what we have paid, aud what we, by law, are bovad 
to pay 

A vies te the price of necessaries will patorally induce a similer 
dive fi the price of tahour: and we respretfully submit to yoar Kace!. 
Perey, tat it withthe ianessible, with our property and prodace se great 
ly, aad 80 sudventy lowered, to continne to give those wages to eur con. 
viewheorvants, which, by (be present Ordigances eo! Government, we are 
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compelled to do; we heave oo hesitation ty Stating to your Excellency 
that it will be impossible to contiwse to give dey Gian thee sock wease ; 
and that, sofar es respects the settler, the least serioas of the conse. 
quences will be the return to of the greater number of con- 
viets at present mcintained by bim. ; 

Althoagh we have ouly stated 5 few of the more obvious objections 
of the intredaction of a currency other than sterling, yet we respectiaily 
trast wehave stated mere than essugh ts indsce your Excellency to 
give the important sabject farther considerstion, before yoor Faceiten-. 
ey’s sanction is finally given to the present measures of the Commissary. 


Being entirely ignorant of the particular advantages that crs possi- 
ble arise by the imtrodaction ofa depreciated mediom sf payment, we 
can only look apo it as a measure that (witheut reference to ulterior 
consequences) might promise to reduce the expences of the Colony ; 
wo beg your Excelleacy to believe, that every measare of economy yeur 
ExceUeuey may deem it advisable to adept, will be most cheerfully se- 
conded and sapporied by as; bat, in consideration of the vital interest 
of this Colowy, involved, as we are conviaced it is, in your fieel determi. 
tation, we implore Your Excellency to consider, whether other aud 
more efficient means, to obtaig those desirable objects, may eet be re- 
sorted to, rather than afford a seminal and Actitions relief to the Mether 
Country, by substituting a depreeisted correacy for a sterling cae. 

We most respectially estreat and hope, that your Excellency 
Will, after a fall consideration of the statement thas submitted, give sock 
directions fer the fature gaidance of the Commissariat Department as will 
relieve us from the serious tess we have already experienced, and the 
difficulties in account and gearral transaction we at preseat labwur under, 
We most respectfaily bee leave to entertain the bape, that arrangements 
may be made which will prevent any loss secraing to the Government 
by paying in futare for all eapplies required by the Commissariat in store 
receints, to be consolidated as formerty. Tn order to lead to a reseit 59 
anBionsly contempleted by us, we most respecting trast your Ex. 
cellency will, on mature consideration, be pleased to give instractions, 
te the Depety General pot te parchase, or receive, any 
more Spanich doliars; hut that after all those at present in his charges 
shall have been issaed to the Public ia payment of snpplies required by 
the crown, a recurrence may be had te the mode of payment to which 
we have thus ventored to advert.

Directed, Geathemee, by 
this concinding shservation to advert to the welfare of the parent State 
1 caneot bat consider as highly advantageous to the joterests of Great 
Britain, the late parchases of Spanish dollars made by the commissariat - 
aod had I, as commissioned Protecter of those inte resis, perm ted the 
Commissary te fellow any other course than that ehicd he is eow per. 
rriog, such permission would in my opinion, have bern perfectly wnjus- 
feble, In another part of your Address you beg me to believe, that 
every measure ef economy I may deem it advisable to adept, will be 
mort cheerfully seconded sud sapperted by you ;” bat, Gentlemen, I am 
bold to assert that Be measures of economy can be ether than iliusory 
plans of retreechment, until the auiqae currency ef this Colony shail 
have lost it catraordinary singularity, and heew placed on as sterling « 
basis as every other eudepreciated circaleties im the globe. 

Paper, te be perfect es a cirevtating mediom, must be ons par 
with the gold or the silver that it promises te pay. To this ead it is es. 
sential. however, that the leeues of that paper should be placed ander 
tome other controal thee the fucteatiog dieeretion ef s few Keak Propri- 
eters, locrease paper money, witheet fecreasing trade, sed e+ 
porad note must euperieace w Gepreciation in its valance. Ff « curren. 
ey of iwenty thousand pounds was yesterday safficieat fer the Celeny, a 
convcary of forty thousand amet to-dey be enperfieens. [i is cerisin, 
however, that if forced inte eircolation these peends will cireniate ; bet, 
to cireelatiag, must eack leee ene-helf of ite vaine¢ eo thal the whole fer. 
\y theesand pouede will be worth ae more now then the whale roomy 
thovsenud formerly ; and all these commodities, whieh seid lgiety fer coe 
poand, will wow selifor two, Bat the expenses of Goverameat mest be 
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bb am indigestible mast of twe headred thensand pennds 
werth of additions! Treasery bills, will thereby create a large feud, 
oat of whick she can herself snadily draw to meet any rue that may 
happen te take place for the conselidation of ber own wetes. 
Bappesing the Mint et Lowden was hind enon gh to furnish the Bank 
of England with sovereigns for atmany pound notes a» she chese to 
carty there, then would that bank be precisely in the same relation to 
the Gevernment ef the Mother Country, in which the Bank of this Cone. 
try has hitherte beew te the Geveroment of the Colony. Ne restraint 
woold thes exist to an excessive overiosve of paper em the the part of 
the Beok of Eagiand. The cheek, however, that actgally operates is as 
follows: —If the Bank overisame ber motes, she raises the price of every 
commodity, aed of ballion emong the rest, Por instance, in the yeat 
3814 the Bank rese the price of gold, by her excessive over-iseues of

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than sixty-two of her own one pound sotes every ponnd weight ef gold 
she might have required ; which geld, on being carried to the mist, 
coald have been cained only inte forty-four geineast and « half, and mast 
have accerdingly consetidated leas than forty.ceven of the same notes if 
presented for payment. By any ren wpen the Bank at this time, the 
proprietors wonld therefore have inverted « ruinows loss of apwards 
ofthirty percent; anda clase of individasls wonld immediately have 
arisen, whese sole trade woald bave consisted in realiaing « profit from 
her lees, by perchasing hawk ectes with bullies, ex hanging thorr potes 
for guineas, melting those guineas into bellien, aod purchasing bank 
notes again. 


New the Treasary bills here perform exactly the same fanction with 
respect te our papet earrency, at the legal coin in Eagland. Wf, there. 
fore, the Rank ia this Colony be obliged to saffer in ite parchase of these 
bitte, by the bigh price te whieh siiwer may attain ia consequenre of ber 
ord: -eare—thee, and then enly, shall ee possess a guarentee ageinst 
the exeere of Ler paper ever becoming iqjurices to the best iaterests of 
the cevairy. 

Teannet here fucbear to express my surprise at the want of infor- 
mation which seems (o exist with respect to that lavalaable coin, which 
has for centaries been divseminaiing ite beartirs over every other portion 
of the sarth—s weat of Information evidenced is the “ embarrassing and 
rainons conseqeraces” whieh you, without hesitation, predict as likely 
to resalt from the system lately adopted by the commissartat, of pay- 


jag fer the supplies reqvired by Government io Spanish dollars ;—e 
coin which from the extension of its cireniation over every part of 
the commercial globe, may juetiy be defloed the money of the world, 
Like the air which we breathe, : alimited in the extent of the biess- 
ing which it showers over ali mankind; like the ecean that sarreunds 
eur continent, a crand ciscalating mediam aseliting to waft te ever 
partef the world the varions products of her ertibed climates. 
Driven, indeed, from the United Kingdom by her monies of sterliog 
denomination, it sil) however meainisine eli ifs pre-eminence in every 


ene of her colonies, Confined in ito advantages to wo faith, kindred, 
or Government, I refer yen, for an antidote to your diemal aypre- 
hension of its reinous consequences here, to those sterling benefice 
it has for ages been bestowing ow the British and Provetent North 
Americee Colonies; on the Freach and Papel Cavadas; on Meho- 
medan India; and, on the whole world,—And while reading the history 
of the prosperity of there places, ia the history of the introdertion of 
that coip, pense an instant @hile yeu torn to contemplate the adversity 
that hes ever been attended 06 2 ruinons over-isene of paper. 


For Geatiomen, it oaght to be remembered that the injary former!y 
effected by dimmaishiog the quaotity of ballien eestaiaed be mony of the 
same denomiastion, is now perpetrated to a more ruinous extent by the 
depreciation of paper. The standard of « currency is as effertnally de. 
greded by a body of bankers over-isening paper, as by « Government de- 
basing the coin. A bank mete, whick oil sisters shillieg 
worth of silver only but whieh is forced on the Publicet twenty, is 0 
corcalating mediem fully as permicign: asa guines which is ordered by 
Goverement te pass fer sis and twenty shillings, If, therefere, our 
Bask by their over-issee af paper, make the doller, which is clewhere 
carrent for fuer shillings aed two pence, pass here fer Ave shillings (0 
supposition well keowe to be in periect sererdance with fect,) (Wat they

The high eriee ef bw lien, > any ceeatry, ine prog of the erer 
jeswe of its peper. The whale y of the Bont of For‘and, sines the 
Restriction Act, eulficigetly shows it. Till the vear 1790 being twe 
years only after the Bank of Lagiaad bad suspended its cash peymenis), 
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the market price of silver was abont five shillings and 0 per onnce, 
and the notes ia circalation, at that time, amounted te ten millions. ta 
the year 1812, the bank circelation ameanted te tweaty Ave milliens, 
and in thin year the cance of silver was cit shillings aad six pence, 
Knowing then, that the Sydvey Bonk Directors in the exereles of the 
power of trading in ballion coalerred on them by their charter, parehased, 
eatil very lately always at five shillings, that same Spanish dollar, which 
in payment for the Boglish pound note, is exchanging for foor 

end two pence,—this fact mast speak for iteeif. The Sydney pound 
note, when compared with the same note of the Bank of Ragland, ts 
uvder @ depreciation of twenty per cent. An alarming depreciation, indeed 
considering that oar chartered Company. bas vet yet been established 
much mere than five years! 


When, therefore, I bebeld the inhabitents of thie Colony, on 
the one hand, slumbering if the mest perfect indifference, whilst 
the Proprieters ef an Inetitation, of Gve yeare growth enly, have 
already depreciated the incomes of every one of ws fall twenty 
percent. and ifallewed to porsac a0 uachecked career, will render them 
shertly ef ne vatue atall; whilst | pererive, onthe ether, thelr ground= 
tess alarm at the introdaction of the enly remedy that this inveterate 
disease will admit, f cannat forbear to call tomy recollection, the leba- 
bitents alvo of Lima, who aconstomed from lefaney to earthquakes ef 
annaa! visitation, view, with perfect Indifference, thede meat tremendous 
inflictions of Providence ; bat ao sooner did @ thamder clap apon ene 
occasion, and afew drops of rain fall en that terrestrial paradise, whieh 
le watered enly by the dows of Heaven, than all conditions ruched ta 
an lustent to the charehes, received hasty sbheolaiion from the priest- 
hood, and awaited, ia awfal expectation, the approaching diseotntion of 
the world! 

I know, Gentlemen, that eatil lately, the effects here ofan over 
issue of paper have been aentralised by the effects of a similar ever-issae 
in Eagtead. The currencies of both eoantrics, having heen depreciated 
together, thelr notes exchanged between tiremecivee ad they onght to 
heve exchanged—atpar. Ry the desiroction, however, of 140 bawking 
hearer in Eagtand, in the rear 1614, the tewe of her paper war gradually 
vectored and all further depreciation prevented by the memorable bill of 
Mr. Pee!. Since whieh, Sewever, the Government of this eonatry, contl 
nailing netwiuihetanding te exchange its Tressery bills ou @ par, with Byd- 
wey Reak paper, base been virtually payleg on ofl importetions » hewn 
ty of tweety per cent. A bewnty en importations! A aovel experi- 
ment traly, of mereantile policy, left for thie late age, and thie young 
Colony, Avet te attempt! To chtale thie begets, however the Merchants 
of the Catony were importing a deluge of British manafactures; to ob- 
tein the same bannty, the Traders of India were sending their specie ta 
the market ef New Bonth Wales, Hitherto, the demands for Treasury 
bille hed net outstepped the wants of the Colonial Geveremest. New, 
however, the case appeared altered, HMvery clreumetanee seemed te 
indicate that demands for these bile would he male on the Comaviesary 
te treble the emeset ef the wants of his department. Ad@aire hail ar- 
rived at « evisie, and it was oreessary to adept seme effective measure 
te stem the deable innedation, Le wee easy for the merehant bm- 
porters of British maneiactares to advive me to rule the hopes of 
the many persons, Gow on their passage with cargoes of dollars, 
by rofacing (hem permission te enter inte cempetities with them. 
selven for the paveluse af Treasury bills, Eaqueliy exsy, wo doubt 
would it alse have been for the India Traders to request thet theses 
samo bills might be solely reserved far thele dollar specalations te the 
exclusion of all aicomtarers in Britieh manefactores ;— Hie Majesty's 
Colonial Governwent, however, eoukd never assent te either of these 

ropesitiens, It amast held the balance of jastire eves hetween all apes 
culations, and dispose ef the so-cagerip-sought Treasury bill, only to the 
highest bidder, Vergy eorey wanld b for my owe part, be to meke use of 
so dangerons @ weapon to paralyse the Preedem of Commerse ae gon, 
Orotiemen, the Landhelders, the Merchants. and Pree Calenists of New 
Soath Wales, now offerto my erceptance, Were 1 to reacice the instem:

Ladies and Gentlemen of respectability to the Govermment House, sad 
were received by His Lordship in the Banqueting Room, which Lady Has- 
tings aleo honowred with her presence, The Address was read by Ra- 
dbekaot Deb, (whe is the sow of Gopoe Mohon Deb,and the same Hindeo 
Orator whom we have already mentioned as taking an active part in the 
proceedings at the Town Hall, and being a strennous Defender of « 
certain “ sacred religions right” of the Hindoos so severely condemned 
by the Patexp ov Inmia, aad other Radical-reforming Publications) 
and after he hed Gnished reading it—His Lordship replied ina brief 
and appropriate Speech, the Persian Seeretary acting a Tuterpreter. 
Thereafter, Goree Kusen Den, whe also shone as an Orator at the 
Town Hall, expressed his deep regret that His Lordship wae about 
te depart from among them and warmly imolored biessings on him and 
his family. Hie Excellency in the meet affable manner thanked bim 
for bis kind wishes, cordially shaking him by the hand, and mentioning 
that his domestic affairs (we believe allusion to have been made to the 
edueation of his family) arged his immediate retara to his own country.

T think the Letter of your Corresnondent in the Hungang of 
this morning signed “‘A Loven or Josrice,” is caleniated to make an 
erroneous impre:sion on the public mind, as to the pewer invested in the 
Magistrates of Calcatia, to panish offences of the nature complained of 
by bim; the more so as it gees the length of etatine the worthy Magis. 
trate’s declaration te be that “' there was no provision in the Bye Laws, 
by which « person could be punished for ao Assault /’”’ 


Tam sirongly inclined to denbt the accuracy of this Statement, under 
the idea that Mr. Birch's expressions mast bave been misanderstood, 
as T will ventare to affirm that there is nota person in Calcatta whose 
knowledge of theese Laws has heretofore bees looked opto, with so mach 
reepect as thie Gentleman's ; and thatewch a power dove exist, there 
cannot be even the shadow of a dealt, forthe Ist Article of the Rules 
and Ordinaness made, aud passed by the Qoverner General in Couneil 
on the Lith of Nowe. 1614, stetes that “if any Assaurt, forcibly entry, 
@R OTHER INJURY accompanied by force, not being felony, shall be com. 


mitted in the settioment of Fort Wilitem in Bengal against the person or - 


property of any person whateoever, it shall be lawful forsuch person to 
complain of enckh assault, &e. to two Jnatices of the Pearce, acting in and 
fer the Town of Calewtta, who shall have pewer and authority to take 
cognizance of such complaint, to issue their Sammons, or Warrant for 
bringing the party complained of before them,—to hear the parties, — 
to exemine witnesses, and having taken in writing the substance of 
the complaint, defence and evidence, to acquit or convict the persee or 

accased, and in cose of conviction, to inflict a suitable panted- 
meant, by fine wot exceeding Forty Rapees, ov each and every person s0 
eonvicted, and by Warrant to commit such offender to the common Gaol 
of Caleutte for any period not exceeding twe months, &e.” Bat this 
penalty not having bed the desired effect in preventing the evil it was 
fateaded to remedy, we fiad the Legistature by a snbeequent ordinaner, 
(18th Janaary, 1618,) nearly trebles the forfeiture and povishment ta 
tach cases, encreasing the som to One Hundred Repees, and the term 
of imprisonment to Three Months | 


T admit that there ls no power specifically given to the Jnstices of 
the Peace, te furnish persons for farions driving, and as far as Tcan 
judge, there appears fe eecessity for it; as even snppesing a person 
does exercise his whip too freely, yet if ne accident occurs, 1 am afraid 
he could not be punished, for what did net, but only might have happem 
ed, The Magistrates at home indeed are clothed with ample anthérity on 
this head, but there the case le quite different, it being enacted solely 
with a view of checkiog that spirit of rivalry, which existed between the 
Stage Coach Proprietors, aod anaually caused the death of many valeble 
Members of Society; bat that met being the cease in thie country, there 
ean be vo necessity for providing aremedy for an evil which dors not 
exist. The cave alladed to by your Correspondent was clearly one of 
Assent, aod that too of se flagrant and lawless a character as ought to 
have cailed forth, wot ently the full penalty imposed for offences of this 
deseription, bat alse the warmest repreheasion o# the part of the Sitt- 
jog Magistrate fer such conduct.
